Gen. Strange asks that 
troops may l»o sent to Fort MacLeod

mediately. 
The Indians in Qu’Appelle valley are by 
ao means contented. 
Fears aro entertain** I 
that they will give trouble while the tro *ps 
are going north. 
Official reports state tb it 
the whole northwest is thoroughly demoral­ 
ized and that farmers will do little or no 
sowing this spring. 
E ve r since the outbreak of the rebellion 
the department of the interior her*- has L-eu 
busily engaged in settling the claims 
f sat 
tiers in the northwest. 
Many of th • <- 
claims have been outstanding 
for tluv« 
years 
and 
p e o p le

despair of getting them settled. 
The min­ 
ister of the interior, however, has thought, 
better of it, and has now telegraphed a nurn 
ber of dissatisfied parties that tbei#demands 
will be acceded to betweon now and M ay 1.

a nd enclosed by wa lls of stone which is cut 
a nd dressed in a fa irly good a lthough rude 
style 
of 
ma sonry.

by

feet wa s dboovered, 
wherein 
were 
stone 
benches, 
a nd 
tools 
of a ll descriptions for mecha nica l service. 
Further sea rch disclosed sta tues a nd ima ges 
ma de of 
composition closely resembling 
bronz j la cking lustre. 
A stone founta in wa s 
found, loca ted in a wide court or street, a nd 
from it a strea m of perfectly pure wa ter 
wa s flowing, which, upon being ta sted, wa s 
found to be strongly impregna ted with lime­ 
stone ta ste. 
The most wonderful find of a ll wa s lying 
beside the founta in, being the portions of a 
skeleton of a huma n being. 
The bones of the 
log were mea sured, the femur mea suring four 
a nd one ha lf feet, the tibia , four feet a nd 
/hree inches, showing tha t when a live the 
figure wa s three times the size of a n ordi­ 
na ry ma n, a nd possessed of a wonderful 
muscula r power a nd quicknefs. 
The bea d 
bones ha d sepa ra ted in two pla ces, the sa git 
ta l a nd the corona l suturis ha ving been de­ 
stroyed. 
The implements found embra ce brons i a nd 
flint knives, stone a nd gra nite ba nroi^re; 
metallic saws of rude workmanship, but 
proved metal, and others of sim ilar charac­ 
ter; they are not so highly polished, nor so 
accurately 
made 
as 
those 
now finished 
by our 
Iwst 
mechanics, but they show 
skill and an evidence of an advanced c iv ili­ 
zation that are positively wonderful. 
The 
searching party spent twelve hours in the 
depths, and only gave up explorations be 
cause of oil in their lamps being low-. 
No 
end t> the wonderful discovery was reached. 
The facts above are vouched for by Mr. 
David Coates, the recorder of the city of 
Moberly, 
and 
Mr.- George Keating, city 
marshal, who were of the exploring party.

when the morning,

into the sick-room, the general felt its genial 
warmth and took a fresh and vigorous hoi 1 
on life. 
A t 8 o’clock he was a new man, 
with 
temperature 
reduced 
and 
pulse 
stronger. He was so free from serious symp­ 
toms during the night that the fninily were 
all asleep so >n after midnight. 
Dr. Shrady 
also wont to sleep for a couple of hours, re­ 
lieving Dr. Douglas at 3 o’clock.

NEARING T HE END. 
On the north side a threefold line of fortifi­ 
cations defended Richmond. That was the 
side which Grant never besieged. A curious 
fact about these fortifications is that they 
were built by slave labor. In the first part 
of the war every owner in the vicinity had 
been forced to furnish a q uota of 
a third to a 
six th of all his slaves for the work. 
In the autumn G rant had re-enforced hi* 
arm y again. A draft of 500,000 men had 
been ordered. The middle of September he 
wrote: 
“We ought to have the whole number ol 
men called for by the president in the shortest 
possible time. Prom pt action in filling up 
our armies will have more effect upon the 
enemy than a victory. * * * The enforce­ 
ment of the draft and the prompt filling up 
of our armie.T will save the shedding of blood 
to an immense ex tent.” 
He hesitated at nothing which would fur­ 
ther the end in view—the stamping out ol 
the rebellion. 
Men m ust be had, draft or nc 
draft. 


The fall of A tlanta infused 
a more hopeful 
spirit into ths northern people. 
The men 
called for by the draft were obtained with­ 
out difficulty. 
The forces lay in front of Richmond, ap­ 
parently doing nothing. Ex cept two or three 
indecisive small fights, nothing seemed to be 
done daring the winter. W hat was Grant 
ulouti Yet at this time, when he seemed 
most inactive, he said, one day, to a foreign 
officer: 
• T fe el as sure of capturing Richmond as

The winter wore away. Sherman marched 
to the sea, annihilating, as he went, like the 
spirit of destruction.

Fort Fisher had been captured as 
well, and Thomas had destroyed Hood's 
army.

Meantime Grant had been silently creeping 
like a mole with his earthworks, towards the 
Southside railroad.

“ FINISH T HIS T HING.” 
Sheridan and Sherman were Grant’s favoi* 
ite generals. The unpardonable m ilitary sin in 
his eyes was slowness. These two could catch 
a plan and carry it out with lightning-like 
dash and boldness.

and a sweep to ex ecute. 
Before slower men

FIVE FORKS 
Was the beginning of the end. 
It was 
fought April 1, 1865, and was one of the 
most brilliant and bloody' engagements cl 
the war. 
In this fight Sheridan displayed 
his characteristic q ualities. 
Ho was as mad 
with battle-rage as the god of war himself. 
In the midst of the fight one of his divisions 
wavered and broke momentarily. 
Tneir 
color-bearer w as shot and killed, and their 
flag had fallen. Sheridan snatched it up in 
his own hands, and plunged into the fight 
at the head of the faltering men. After that 
ho flew about like incarnate thunder and 
lightning. He raged and shook his fist and his 
sword by turns a t them ; he drove men who 
had been wounded back into the front rank. 
He capped the climax of his rage by then 
and there relieving Gen. W arren of his com­ 
mand upon the field of battle. But he re­ 
stored order, and gained the day. 
Back at Dabney’s saw-mill, Grant, wrapped 
in his blue overcoat, waited for news of the 
fight. 
Day wore on into darkness, and the 
hours advanced towards midnight. 
Sudden­ 
ly tho general heard the cheers of the camp 
through the darkness. He and the two or 
three staff officers with him knew what the 
cheer’s meant. An aide-de-camp rode up and 
began to tell of the victory. Another fol­ 
lowed him, Colonel Horace Porter, riding 
bal’d, with foaming horse. He was wild with 
ex citement. 
Carried away completely, he 
even clapped the commander-in-chief upon 
the back as he told the good news. 
“ Porter, you’ve been drinking,” said a 
fellow'-officor sternly. 
But Col. Porter was a teetotaller. 
His ex ­ 
hilaration was duo to joy and not to brandy'. 
The rest of the staff were well nigh as crazy 
with gladness as hims If. 
But the immovable commander-in-ehiei 
made no demonstrations. 
He listened tc 
every word, till tho whole story w as told. 
Then ho arose and went iuto his tent. He 
wrote something by the light of a flickering 
candle within. 
Ho came out to the fire 
again, and yavo tho paper to on orderly'. 
Then ho turned to the group of officers and 
said, calm as a May morning: 
” 1 have ordered an immediate assault along 
th * lines.” 
The nex t move was be send the favorable 
word to President Lincoln. 
He had come 
down to City Point, and, with his soul full oi 
anx iety, was waiting for news of the day, 
gs tx l or bad. 
O n ly one hope now remained to Lea. 
That 
w ns to escape by* rapid retreat and join Gen. 
Johnston. Tho two armies together might 
G ill offer a formidable front to the Federal 
forces. 
This movement G rant had propaml 
to anticipate. 
He hurried reinforcem ents 
forward to Sheridan, with directions to hold 
Lee’s arm y nt all hazards till the rest should 
come up. To the fiery little cavalry com­ 
mander himself he sent word: “ An attack is 
ordered 
at

three points on the Petersburg front.” To 
prevent Leo from breaking through Sheri­ 
dan’s linos and escaping soutft, however, a 
furious bombardment was begun before mid­ 
night and continued.

The d istan ce betw een Lo« » and J ohnston wa* 
only 150 m iles. 
It w as a m atter of life and death 
that L ee’s arm y should be intercepted before the 
junction w as mad?. 
"A fter them ! A fter them!" w as the w atch w on!. 
Th« » fall of R ichm ond w as nothing. 
"Tho rebel ar­ 
m ies are tho only strategic points to strike at," ¡aid 
tho G eneral. 
Lee w ont fly ing along the north side of the Appo­ 
m attox w ith an arm y of 40,000 m en. Grant and Sher- 
idan sw ep t along the south side and headed him ofT. 
A tragic and m elan ch oly interest hov ers about 
Lee's lc.» t hour In Richm ond. Gen. A. P. H ill, his 
friend and ono of his ab lest com m anders, had bee» 
k illed in the m orning. 
They "burled him darkly , at 
dead of n igh t,” Uko Sir J ohn Moore. L ee’s last act 
w as to atten d this hurried funeral by night.

he m ounted his horse and rode rapidly away . 
P resident Lincoln Im m ediately set out for P eters­ 
burg. 
Grant gav e this sim ple order. 
"Say to the president that an officer and escort 
w ill attem l him; but as for m y self, 1 start tow ard 
the D anv ille road w ith the army ."

H e then se t ou t for Sheridan’s front. On the 9 th a 
flag of truce from Lee h alted him to offer to surren­ 
der all h is forces, "In accordanco w ith the offer con ­ 
tained in y our letter of y esterday ." 
Sheridan, how ev er, had not y et heard of It. To 
him fell the honor of send in g the last shot fllred by 
the arm y of the Potom ac. He had heard rum ors of 
the surrender, but feared It w as only a stratagem of 
the enem y . 
He paced up and dow n In a little farm 
y ard like a tiger. In uncontrollable ex citem en t. 
The only actual app« *aranee of tho fam ous apple 
tree in history w as In the fact that Lee, not Grant, 
sat under such a tree w h en he receiv e« ! Grant’s not« 
In reply to h is offer to surrender. 
The note w as 
conv ey ed by Cok Babcock of Grant’s staff, and 
m erely r« » quested L« » o to appoint u pia-*o for the 
m eeting of th e tw o generals.
